At life imprisonment after deliber­ 
ating about 2 1-2 hours.

Marion truck 
driver, 
said they 


Would ask for a new trial. Circuit 
Judge Clarence E. Wright instruct­ 
ed them to file the motion next 
Week. 


Travelatead shot his wife last 


May 3 in a tavern here after spend­ 
ing most of the day with her at 
her attorney’s office discussing her 
divorce suit against him. Mrs Tra- 
velstead was wounded in the ab­ 
domen and died a short time later 
Travelstead took the stand when 


the jury was 
absent 
from the 
courtroom in an unsuccessful ef­ 
fort to refute two signed state­ 
ments he made to Sheriff (ira Kir 
by and his deputies. Travelstead 
Claimed he was forced to sleep on 
a cot without a mattress and that 
the sheriff promised to help him ii 
he signed the statements. 


Kirby and former Chief Deputy 


Charles Edwards, now Marion po 
Hee chief, said they made no pro­ 
mises of leniency. 
Travelstead said he did not re­ 


member reading the statements he 
signed, 
lie said he was ‘blanked 
•ut” from the time he entered the 
tavern on a Monday night until the 
following Friday He also said he 
did not remember firing six shots 
at his wife, one of which hit her 
In the statements Travelstead 
made to the sheriff he recalled 
making a date with his wife to 
meet her at the tavern and then 
going to his car and getting a 
revolver he purchased in Ohio the 
previous week. 
Judge Wright ruled out attempts 
by the defense to show that Mrs. 
Travelstead had been out with an­ 
other man or men the Saturday 
before she was shot and that Tra­ 
velstead learned of it.

Cartoonist George

SANTA MONICA, Calif a*.Pi 
George McManus, 
the dean 
of 
American cartoonists, died Friday 
night. 
The 70-year old creator of Maggie 


and Jiggs in “ Bringing Up Father” 
was admitted to St. John's Hospital 
in nearby Santa Monica early En 
day. 
He died of a heart attack, 
his physician reported. 
The cartoonist had suffered from 
a liver infection for five months 
and was hospitalized earlier this 
year. 
McManus and his invalid widow, 


Florence, resided in Beverly Hills 
for 25 years after the affable Irish 
man left New York where his car 
toons brought him international 
recognition. 


OAK RIDGE. Tcnn. HP—Some 
4,420 workers who produce the na­ 
tion’s entire supply of uranium 235 
for atomic bombs Friday night 
overwhelmingly rejected for the 
third time a pay raise offer and 
were free to strike Oct. 30. 
The total vote by workers at 
plants here and at Paducah, Ky , 
was 3,557 to 863 against acceptance 
of the six cents an hour increase. 
The 3.500 workers at the huge 
Oak Ridge plant voted down the 
proposal 2.747 to 616. The Padu 
cah workers rejected it 733 to 129 
They will be authorized to strike* 
Oct. 30 when an 80 day ‘‘cooling 
off” period, enforced by an injunc­ 
tion obtained under the Taft-Hart- 
ley law, expires. 
The 80 day no-strike injunction j 
was obtained through Justice De­ 
partment attorneys at the request 
of President Eisenhower, who said 
an atomic plant was one place 
where a strike could not be tolerat­ 
ed. 
It was the third time the mem­ 
bers of the Gas, Coke and Chemi­ 
cal Workers Union (CTO) had turn­ 
ed down the offer by the Carbide 
and Carbon Chemical Corp , which 
operates the plants for the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 
The union, which is seeking a 
15 cent increase, had urged its 
members to reject the wage offer 
Present pay scale for production 
workers averages $1 58 an hour. 
Before the vote results were an­ 
nounced Friday night, company 
and union officials had agreed to 
meet Monday with Federal Media­ 
tor E. F. Hitchcock in a new series 
of bargaining sessions.

WASHINGTON 'I lh—An employ­ 
ment upturn in the auto industry 
has helped push the number of 
persons receiving unemployment 
payments to the lowest level since 
last December, a government re 
port showed today. 
The Labor Department r6port 
said 1.458,000 jobless persons drew 
unemployment benefits in the week 
ended Get 9 
This w'as a drop of 
55,400 from the previous week and 
794,900 below the 1954 peak ol 2,- 
213,000 reached late last February 
A major factor in the decline ol 
jobless payments was the stepped 
up activity of the auto industry, 
particularly in Michigan, the report 
said. 
The Commerce Department re­ 
ported earlier this month that a 
total of 3 099,000 persons were un 
employed at mid September 
This 
included those drawing compensa­ 
tion payments as well as those no 
longer eligible 
l abor Secretary James P. Mitch 
ell predicted Friday that unemploy­ 
ment in October may drop below 
3.000.000 for the first time this 
year. 
He based his estimate “on 
reports we are getting of reduced 
unemployment compensation claims 
and increased factory hirings."

Lohman Charges

Stratton played the recording, 
which contained uncomplimentary 
remarks about policemen and law­ 
yers, Friday for new.smell and po­ 
lice groups. 
Lohman charged Stratton with 
using a “ doctored recording” and 
said “ I deny categorically that the 
alleged recording of my voice is 
a bona fide reproduction of any 
speech of mine.” 
Meanwhile, 
the Police Wives’ 
Assn 
of Chicago 
threatened to 
take legal action against Lohman 
One of the statements in the re 
cording was: “ Did you know that 
police officers have a dispropor­ 
tionately high number of wives 
that were former prostitutes.” 
Lohman charged Stratton with a 
‘‘criminal hoax unparalled in po 
litical history.” 
He said Stratton played a tape 
recording of his alleged remarks 
Nov. 12, 1952, before a group of 
state parole agents 
Lohman said 
his speech at that time was taken 
down on a wire recorder rather 
than a tape recorder 
In transference from wire to 
tape, Lohman said, Stratton was 
presenting only ‘‘selected excerpts 
. ■ . lifted out of context.” 
Stratton replied that ‘‘we have 
both a wire and a tape recording ” 
He said it would not be possible 
to play the wire recording public­ 
ly before Sunday.
